SPEECH. 


Gentlemen of the Council, and 
Gentlemen of the General Assembly, o 7 


It is with pleasure that I meet you on the present occasion, at a time of se 
general prosperity ; when not only our own state and country, but the nations of 
Europe, share hberally of the blessings of Providence. The last season has been 
peculiarly propitious, and the earth has yielded her increase in great abundance. 
It is also a subject of the most pleasing consideration, that our dear bought rights 
and privileges remain secure, and our labouring citizens, yet reap the rewards 
of their own industry ; and that peace and a good understanding continues be- 
tween us and the nations with whom we have any considerable intercourse. Al. 
though some apprehension exists, that the arrangements with Spain, so happily 
concluded with their minister, will not be ratified on the part of the Spanish 
government, yet we may entertain a hope, that further reflection will enable them 
to judge more correctly of their own interest, and put an end to the long existing 
disputes between the two governments, and settle a buundary line, which will 
prevent all danger of future disturbances. 


While we enjoy arich variety of distinguished favours we ought to reflect on 
them with gratitude, and render the most unfeigned praise to Him who so liber- 
ally bestows on us his richest blessings. Permit: me, gentlemen, to enquire, that 
while we enjoy all the means of wealth and happiness, so general a complaint of 
the scarcity of circulating medium, and the consequent distress of individ- 
uals, in discharging their private debts. and managing their own concerns, 
prevails? For a people possessing a rich and extensive territory, abounding with 
the fruits and productions of almost every clime; with an unshackled commerce 
throughout the habitable world ; possessing genius and enterprise exceeded by 
no people on earth, to be in distress for want of a sufficient portion of medium, is 
a subject that loudly calls for investigation and reform. Amongst the various 
causes, the want of economy, in my opinion, is the most prominent. The unlim 
ited credit given in this country, in-almost every branch of business, to say noth 
ing of the banks, proves the ruin of too many valuable citizens, of ‘every class 
and profession in society. ‘Fhe frequent bankruptcies, suspensions, and com- 
-mitments to the county jails, sufficiently prove the fact. I am sensible that this 
great and growing evil, cannot be whoily remedied by acts of legislation ; yet, I 
am persuaded, that every wise and virtuous legislature, will study and promote 
economy, wherever it is consistent with justice, and that benevolence which is 
due to our fellow creatures. 


Suffer me, gentlemen, to submit for your consideration, the propriety of pass- 
ing a law freeing the body of debiors from arrest and imprisonment on debts of 
a small amount, which may be centraeted after a given time, in future. Iam of 
opinion, that more property is spent in collecting small debts by law, especially 
where the body is taken in execution, than the amount of debts saved by such 
collection. I also believe, that it would disc-urage credit where it ought not to 
' be given, and produce punctuality in those who obtain it ; vet the enly safe rem- 
` edy against embarrassment or poverty, is a retrenchment of fam:ly expenses, and 
lessening the consumption of articles of foreign growth and manufacture. Much 
may be done by encouraging home manufactures by legislative provisions ; but 
the most powerful of all means is that of example Let but one influential citie- 
zen, from each town in this state, return from this legislature to his constituents, 
with a rigid determination to abandon the unnecessary use ef foreign articles, and 
while he enjoys all the real comforts and actual conveniences of life, reject every 
thing that is superfluous; his fellow citizens would soon emulate his example, 
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and exhibit an improved state of society. General information is indispensably- 
necessary to the preservation ofa free republican government ; but this cannot 

be retained, ifthe great body of the people, through want of economy, indulge’ 
their propensities in the use of superfluities, and become poor and unable to ed- 

ueate their children. The patronage of the weal-hy will never he indiscrimi- 

nately extended to the ehildren of the whole community. Even that source 

will diminish where extravagance prevails. 


IfI am not mistaken, in those states where the banks are the most numerous, 
and the means of credit the most easy, the recent cry of scarcity of medium, and 
its consequent distresses, have been the most heard and felt. This, gentlemen, 
will deserve some attention, if petitions to increase the number of banks in this 
state should be preferred. Although 1 wish equal privileges to be extended to 
every part of the state, yet, Iam confident, that a muitiplicity of incorporated 
banks in a state, will prove injurious to the community ifnot ruinous to eaeh other. 


In compliance with the constitution of this state, a Council of Censors must be 
chosen, on the last Wednesday of March next; it therefore, becomes necesary 
for the General Assembly, at their present session, to pass a law regulating the 
choice of said council, and appointing a place for their first meeting. 


It will also be requisite to elect a number of trustees of the University of Vera 
‘mont, to fill the vacancies of those whose times of office will expire on the last 
day of November next. I would likewise suggest for your consideration, the : ro. 
priety of granting some further pecu: iary aid to the University, in order to ena» 
ble its officers to render it eminently useful, and truly honourable to the state; 
at least until the land granted or sequestered, for that purpose, can be leased, 
and produce that revenue to the university, which was expected, and which, E 
hope, will soon be realized. 


The act for ascertaining certain claims of this state against the United States, 
and for cbtaining the same, has been duly attended to, but has not yet been de- 
cided on. lt was late in the last session of congress, before all the necessary 
papers could be forwarded, agreeable to information received from our represen. 
tatives, relative ta the evidence that would be wanted to substantiate the claims. 
The papers now lie with the third auditor in the treasury department, for ad. 
justment. I expect a settlement soon after our representatives arrive at Washi. 
ington, at the next session, if itis not done before. 


Jam informed by Lieut. Bangs of the U. S. ordnance department, at Ver- 
gennes, that he has been directed by the senior officer of that department, to de- 
liver to the executive of this state, six hundred and seventeen stands of arms; 
being a part of this state’s proportion, under the law of the United States, ap- 
proved April 23d, 1598 makir provision for arming the whole body of the mi- 
ditia ofthe United States. The arms are to be distributed to the militia, under 
such rules and regulations as shall be, by law, prescribed by the legislature of each 
state and territory. The General Assembly, will, therefore, make such order re. 
lative to the disposition of said arms, as they judge most expedient. Lt. Bangs 
will deliver the arms at any place within this state, where they can be transport- 
ed by water; but isnot authorisd to remove them to any place by land carriage.

1 cannot, gentlemen, close this address, without expressing to you, and thro’ 
you to the freemen of- this state, the grateful sence I entertain of the honour be. 
stewed on me in electing me to the office of chief magistrate of this state. The 
repeated assurance cf their confidence has added new obligations to improve my 
feeble ability in promoting their best interest. Notwithstanding I have labour- 
ed under many disadv.ntages—yet, I have the approbation of my conscience, that 
1 have endeavored to be fanhful, and that I have never suffered my private inter- 
est to interfere with ray public duties. And, iferrórs have been committed, J en- 
treat my fellow citizens to cast over my failings thasmantle of charity, and con- 
sider them errots in judgmentand not of design, Eheye giways thought it wrong, 
in a republican government, to make too frequent Ss s of men in office, lest 
it check that laudable ambition to acquire that knowlegge which is necessary te 
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discharge the duties ofthe office, with honour to thertisèlyės, atid for the best góod 


of the state. But I consider it an equal, if not a greater error; to continue any 
persons in the most important offices in the state, for such a length of time, as 
to encourage them to conceive that they ought to hold their offices by prescrip- 
tion, and lose that sense of that responsibility to their constituents, that every 
officer in a free government ought at all times to feel ; nor until old age imper- 
ceptibly steals upon them, and renders them less adequate to perform the duties 
of their office, than they themselves imagine. From these considerations, and 
the great desire I have, to spend the residue of my life in domestic retirement, 
Irecommend to the freemen of the state to unite on some other person to per- 
form the duties of chief magistrate, after the expiration ef the time for which I 
have been recently elected. Yet be assured, that my zeal forthe public good 
will never cease but with my reason or my life. I hope through the aid of an in- 
dulgent Providence and your kind support, to be able to discharge the duties 
of my office to acceptance, during the present year, and, at the close of the same, 
to have the pleasure of bidding you a friendly farewell. l E

For 
several years past I have neglected making a similar communication to this, from 
considerations in some degree, aside from my own judgment and feelings ; but, 
for a long time, 1 have been determined not to let the present occasion pass, with- 
out manifesting, in this public manner, that it is my wish hereafter not to be 
considered as a candidate for any office. Ihave chosen the present time to make 
this communication, that the members of the legislature, and others, might 
have the best opportunity to select a titizen, whom they could present to the 
consideration of ihe freemen at large, to fill the office which 1 now hold. 


I cannot refrain, at this time, as it probably is the only one which will ever 
present itself, to express the deep sense of gratitude which I feel¡to my fellow 
citizens, for the many unmerited favors which they have so repeatedly bestowed 
upon me; and to offer up :o that Being, who directs the destinies of worlds, and 
of individuals in the best possible manner, my most fervent supplications for the 
prosperity and happiness of this state.

The general assem- 
bly will please to take proper measures for the distribution of the above men- 
tioned laws and state papers. 


I have also received a letter from Messrs. Gales and Seaton, printers at the 
city of Washington, proposing to furnish this state with any desired number of 
copies of the constitution of the several states, as they now exist, which they 
are about to publish. Should it be considered an ebject worthy attention to pro- 
cure a number of copies for the use of this government, the general assembly 
will please to express their wishes on this subject.

The following communication was received from the superintendant of the 


state prison, Viz. 


To the Hon. William A Griswold, Speaker of the House of Representatives. 


SIR—Permit me te state, for the information of the house, such data, as may 
afford, in some degree, information respecting the weaving establishment at the 
Vermont state prison, which is, perhaps, one of the best weaving factories in the 
New-England states, as it respects the quality of its cloth. 

The weaving department for eight years,. has been under the direction of 
Mr. Fagan, a gentleman, who was educated to the employment in the city of 
Dublin, and whose great exertions have essentially promoted the interest of the 
institution. 


I have taken from Mr. Fagan’s books the amount of cloth woven for the Jast 
four years, viz. 


In the year ending 30th September, 1816, a. SAL 
de. do. do.

Ten months of the present year, ‘ ‘ i ‘ 77,866 


Which, allowing the remainder of the present year, to equal that of the last, 
the balance in favor of the two last years will be sixty two thousand and seven- 
ty one yards, which clearly shews that the institution 1s Improving. j 


But, sir, it is now time for the honorable the general assembly to enquire how 
and in what way and manner, the greatest possible advantage can be derived 
from the work aforesaid, for the benefit of the state: and permit me, sir, to haz- 
ard an opinion, that the Lippit manufacturing company, in Providence, Rhode- 
Island, have realized more, by their contracts with the state prison, than thirty 
thousand dollars. 


Q 
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The recent introduction of the water or power looms, so called, has so reduced: 
the prices of weaving plain cloth, that the cloth costs but very little more than 
the yarn ; and the great number of cotton mills or factories, together with the 
low price of cotton, has reduced the price of yarn more than fifty per cent from 
the ticket or wholesale printed prices; notwithstanding all which, the prison 
has, for three years, been obliged to receive their pay for “weaving in yarn, at 
the above prices, without any discount, except about six months of the present 
year, the price has been reduced ten per cent. 

It will be proper to observe, trat, with much exertion, I have been able to 
sell, without much discount, for barter pay; but it will be impossible to maintain 
the oid prices any longer, thereiore, the prison raust lose several thousand dol- 
lars a year, by giving double prices for the yarn they receive for weaving, un- 
less the state should furnish the requisite funds to purchase the stock at the 
lowest discount fer cash; which wih cuuble the superintendant to make such a 
discount on cloth, as wiil iaciuce merchants and other persons of responsibility 
to purchase principally by wiiclesale, or in such quantities, as will be convenient, 
for cash, ur a credit for cash. 


Tam aware, sir, of the inconvenience and perplexity of states or governments 
transacting, through the hands of its agenis or contractors, business, appertain- 
ing to either mercantile or manufacturing concerns: nevertheless I would so far 
recommend the experiment, as to call on the bunks (which are under obligation 
by their charters to loan to the state.) for a sum sufficient to purchase ene third 
of the stock necessary to be woven the ensuing year, which would facilitate the 
means cf extending tue creuit of the goods in different parts of the state ; and, 
if the experiment should piove successiul, it would lay the foundation for ex- 
tending the sales through many parts of the state, in a future year, as well as 
promote the interest Grits citizens, by introducing among them goods of a su- 
perior quality, and of an evtabiished character. By such an arrangement, the: 
prices of cloths, such as strifes, plaids, and bed ticking, which cannot be woven 
to advantage in the power or water looms, might be reduced perhaps thirty or 
thirty-five per cent, and still ecrimand an universal sale, and, at the same time, 
give the state, not cniy & fiir price for the weaving, but a p: afit on the stock 
purchased, of some fon er twenty per cent; which would, after realizing the 
siles OÍ tive Erot your, foi vor supereece the necessity of drawing money for the 
support of the priton, other, than perizaps temporary loans from the banks, oc- 
casionally ; whicu they are unser cui ation to make for the benefit of the state, 
when called for.

At the August term of Addison county court, A. D. 1808, the petitioner re- 


cevercd ajudzmert against one Samuel S. Haws, of Georgia, in the county of 


Frankin, for the sum of two thousand eight hundred and fifty dollars and eghty 
four cents demages, and twenty-seven dollars and ninety-seven cents costs ;— 

vLich judgement was secured hy the attachment of personal property of the said 
Haws on the original writ, tothe amount of about four thousand dollars, ‘The 
“property thus attached, was, by Thomas Russell, the officer who made said at- 
tachment, dei vered to said Haws, and a receipt taken therefor, executed by 
said Haws and ifira HUL After the rendition of said judgement, the petitioner 
took out execution thereon, end delivered the same to Oliver Dey, then sheriff 
of Franklin county, who duly demanded the property so attached by said 
Russi and in season tu charge the said Russell. Attcr the delivery of said 
execution to said Day, end before any further procecdirgs were bad, to wit, en 
the 15h Bucember, A. D 1808, the petitioner borrowed of the Wermont state 
bank the sum of tventy-four hundred and twenty eight Collars, assigned to the 
bazk the aforesaid judgment, amounting tu 55870 06, on the fuliowing condi- 
uons, to wit: 

If the president and directors of the bark coliceted the said judgment within 
one year from said 12th Dice. bar, 1808, or secured the same to their satisfac- 
tion Within one year, it showid be entirely the property of the bank, and the pe- 
t.tioner”s note shculd be given up; but if they’ did not so collect or secure said- 
judgment, within one year hey shoud rezssign said judgment to the petitioner, 
aii the petitioner shevid pay his note for tio meney thus borrowed of the 
bark ; the petitioner was to pay the interest on sthil nete, and in case the ci- 
recuors elected to take said jucgment, the interest so paid was to be refunded. 


lt appeared to your committee that afer the assignment of said isdgment, 
neither ihe petitionee nor bis attorrs . bed uns control over the same, but that 
li pucsed into th. hance ef sub dieere, No proceedings were had on ssid 
Jud + ment, until tho August term of Pvanklia county court, A. D. 18%9, (although 
there was SUH nt tite aci ssid assignment, to have commenced an action at 
tre January teri ofsaid can 1,) when an action Wis commenced against the re- 
ceipiers aforesi:d in the name ot said Russell, and judgment recovered on said 
receipt, at the January term 1610; but no execution was taken out on said judg- 
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ment against said receipters, nor was any action commenced against said Rus. 
sell, the sheriff. At the August term 1810, an action of debt was brought on 
said judgment against the receipters, and, at the January term 1811, judgment 
rendered therein for the defendants, in consequence of a discharge execnted b 
said Russell, which discharged the whole demand. The said Russell had, in 
the mean time, absconded beyond the jurisdiction of the United States. 


It was testified before your committee by a gentleman of Franklin county bar, 
that, in his opinion, the demand against Haws, ora part thereof might have 
been collected, if due diligence had been used after the assignment thereof. 
Your committee are however of a different opinion. 


The demand is now entirely lost. 


Tt did not appear to your committee that the said judgment was ever re-as- 
si.ned to the petitioner. 


Tt further appeared to your committee that the petitioner had given a judge 
ment by default to the directors on the note in their favor against him ; and it 
was not shewn to the satisfaction of your committee, that he was ignorant at 
that time of the proceedings in Franklin county, relative to said demand, altho’ 
hic so insisted. 


Your comnittee further state, that the petitioner has been for some years in 
circumstances extremely embarrassed, for a great part of the time, confined 
within the liberties of the prison in Middlebury, and that he has been visited 
with sickness in his family, his wife haying been a long time insane ; which cir- 
cumstances were urged by his counsel, as the reason why he was not acquaint- 
ed with the proceedings in the county of Franklin in relation to said demand.

notice of this petition, and their statement in writing, im relation to the subject 
of it was before your committee. gg 


Your committee are of opinion, that the demand against Haws was not collect. 
able, at the time of the assignment thereof.

the different corps with accuracy ; and, that, having none of the papers of his of- 
fice at this place, he can only give the above information from his best recollec- 
tion. Your committec find, that this state has probably received its full propor- 
tion of arms from the general government, including those mentioned in his ex- 
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sellency’s massage at the epening of this session, two thousand five hundred 
stands of which have been distributed agreeably to a statute law of this state, 
passed @ctober 30, 1812.

Your committee, who were instructed by resolution of the 10th November 
instant, respectfully report, that they have examined the monthly expenditures 
of the superintendant of the state’s prison, for one year, ending the first of No. 
vember inst, and find, that the total amount of the following grecerics, and pre- 
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visions have been expended at said prison for said year, të wit: Forty-six gal. 

lons and two quarts ofrum, three gallons and three quarts of brandy, four quarts 

and one pint of-wine, eighty-four gallons and seven eighths of American gin, 

eighteen and one fourth barrells of cider, two hundred and twenty-three gal. 

ions of molasses, four hundred and sixty-five pounds of sugar, seventy-three and 
one half pounds of tea, one hundred and five pounds of coffee, ten pounds of 
raisins, one thousand one hundred and seventy pounds of butter, ninety-five 

pounds and a half of snuff, and five hundred pounds of tobacco. 


And yout committee would further state, that it appeared to them, that the 
gfeater part of the foregoing articles (except tobacco, snuff and molasses) were 
expended in the superintendant’s family. consisting of his own family, the une 
der keepers, guards, clerks, and master mechanics, generally amounting to at 
least twenty in number. 


All which is respectfully submitted, by

The general assembly of the state of Vermont view with deep concern the 
attempt to introduce slavery into the territories of the United States; and to 
legalize it in states to be admitted into the unión. They regard it as a meas- 
ure manifestly tending to increase and perpetuate an evil of no ordinary mag- 
nitude and danger ; of magnitude, as it deprives a portion of mankind of those. 
priveleges, which republican principle guerantees to all; of danger, as it may, 
and that possibly at no distant pericd, subject the master to the vengeance of 
the slave; and, as it will retain the physical force of the slave holding states, 
for self preservation, when it may be most needed for national effort or defence. 
They regard it as tending to increase the number of slaves, as the extending 
their territories, and increasing their demand and value, will encourage the 
violation of all laws made to prohib% their importation ; and as tending to per. 
petuate slavery, by adding the influence and power of states to be formed with- 
in our territories, which eventually may constitute a majority of the union. 


They do not perceive that the plea of necessity, on which the existence of 
slavery can alone be palliated, will extend to the territories of the United States, 
nor that the principle of compromise, that conceded to the slave holding: states 
hereafter to be admitted into the union. They cannot doubt, that, the powers 
of congress are adequate to the effective prohibition of the further jatroduc- 
tion of slavery, that they have the supreme power of legislation over the terri- 
tories for all purposes of national concern, and that they are not bound to as- 
sent to the admission of any state into the union, unless on such conditions as 
shall be consistent with the general welfare. 


The general assembly do therefore resolve, that our senators be instructed, 
and our representztives in congress be requested, to use their influenee te pro. 
hibit the introduction of slavery in the territories of the United States, and te 
prevent its being legalized in any state hereafter to be admitted into the union.

winter, (as the case may be) and such suitable apparel, bedding, tools, and 
household furniture, as may be necessary for upholding life ; and such military 
arms and equipments as it is your duty by law to furnish, in possession, remain- 
der, or reversion, ‘to the value of twenty dollars in the whele, nor sufficient to 
pay the debt or damages for which judgment is now rendered against you; and 
that you have not, directly nor indirectly, disposed of all or any part of your es- 
tate to defraud or deceive any of your just creditors—so help you God, (or un- 
der the pains and penalties of perjury.) 


Which oath the debtor, within one hour after the rendition of judgment, may 
request the justice rendering the judgment to administer, and on such request, 
it shall be the duty of the justice to administer said eath. But if the creditor 
or creditors, or his, her or their attorney, can make it appear to the satisfaction 
of the justice, that the debtor hath practised fraud, deceit, or falsehood, in the 
management of his estate, real or personal, to take advantage of this act, or 
can shew other sufficient cause, the debtor shall not be admitted to take said 
oath. And it shall be the duty ef such justice carefully to examine by witnes- 
ses, or by interogatories to the debtor, under oath, into the circumstances, sit- 
uation, and property of the debtor, before the justice admits him or her to 
swear.

~ “The house met pursuant to adjournment, and the réading of the journal of 
yesterday was dispensed with. : 
Mr. Cushman introduced the following resolution, viz. 


In General Assembly, November 13, 1819. 


Resolved, The governor and council concurring herein, that both houses theet 
in the representatives’ room, at ten o’clock this day, for the purpose of making - 
further appointments of county officers. 

Which was read and adopted, and Mr. Cushman directed to wait en the gov- 
ernor and coundáll, and ask their concurrence. 

Messrs. Everett and Udall had leave of absence during the remainder of the 
session. 

Mr. Ingham then called up the bill, entitled an aet, laying a tax on all the 
lands in the town of Averill, in the county of Essex; and the bill was amended, 
read the first and second times, and ordered to be engrossed and read a third 
time. i 


- The bill, entitled an act to revive an act, entitled ‘an act appointing a com- 
mittee to lay out a road, from some point or place in Stow, in the county of 
Washington, to Waterbury street in said county, was read the second time, 
amended by adding a second section, and the bill ordered to be engrossed and 


read a third time. 


Mr. Buck made report of the bill, entitled an act to provide for the procuring 
and distribution of the military system adopted by law, for the government of 
the militia of this state, amended ; and the bill was read the second time, and 
ordered to be engrossed, and read a third time, and made the order for Mon- 
day morning. 

The judiciary committee, whe were instructed to inquire into the expediency 
of passing a law, granting the right of appeal from the decisions of a justice on 
the report of committees, who are appointed to assess damages for laying of 
highways, made report of a bill, entitled an act, granting the right of appeal in 
the cases therein mentioned. = 

Which report was read and accepted, and the bill read the first time, ordered 
to a second reading, and made the order of the day for Monday forenoon next.

The report is as follows, Viz. 


STATE OF VERMONT, ? 
Bennington County. 


BE IT REMEMBERED, That at a Supreme Court of Judicature, began and 
holden at Manchester, within and for the county of Bennington, and state of 
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Vermont, on the third Tuesday in September, in the year of our Lord Christ, 
one thousand eight hundred aud nineteen : 


The Grand Jurors within and for the body of the county of Bennington; now 
here sworn, upon their oath present, that Stephen Boorn, of Marichester, in the 
county of Bennington, and Jesse Boorn, of the same place, not having the fear 
of God before their eyes, but being moved and seduced by the instigation of 
the devil, on the tenth day of May, in the year of our Lord Christ one thousand. 
eight hundred and twelve, with force and arms, at Manchester aforesaid, in 
and upon one Russell Colvin, in the peace of God and this state being, then and 
there, feloniously, wilfully, and of their malice aforethought, did make an as- 
sault, and that the said Stephen Boorn, a eertain beech club of the value of ten 
cents, which beech club he the said Stephen Boorn in his right hand then & there 
had & held, and upon the said Russell Colvin, then & there feloniously, wilfully, $: 
of his malice aforetho’t, did strike the aforesaid Russell Colvin, in & upon the back 
part of the head of the said Russell Colvin, a little above the edge of the hair,_ 
on the back part of the neck of the said Russell Colvin, then and there, with the 
said beech club held in the said right hand of the said Stephen Boorn, feloni- 
ously, wilfully, and of malice aforethought, did strike, penetrate and wound, 
giving to the said Russell Colvin, then and there, with the said beech club, in 
and upon the back part of the head of the said Russell Colvin, a little above the 
edge of the hair, on the back part of the neek of the said Russell Colvin, one 
Mortal wound, of the depth of one inch and of the length of two inches, of which 
said mortal wound the said Russell Colvin did languish, and languishing did live, 
until the hour of six o’clock of the afternoon of the said tenth day of May, in the 
year of nur Lord Christ, one thousand eight hundred and twelve, at Manches- 
ter, aforesaid, at which time on the last mentioned day and year aforesaid, the 
said Russell Colvin, at Manchester, aforesaid, of the said mortal wound died.— 
And that the said Jesse Boorn aforesaid, then and there, feloniously, wilfully, 
and of his malice aforethought, was present, aiding, helping, abetting, com- 
forting, assisting and maintaining the said Stephen Boorn, the felony and mur- 
der aforesaid, in manner and form aforesaid, to do and commit, and so the ju- 
rors aforesaid do say, that the said Stephen Boorn and Jesse Boorn, the said 
Russell Colvin then and there in manner and form aforesaid, feloniously, wilfully, 
and of their malice aforethought, did kill and murder, contrary to the form, 
force and effect of the statute, in such case made and provided, and against the 
peace and dignity of the state.

[There was also a second count in the indictment, charging Jesse Boorn as 
principal, and Stephen Boorn as aiding. | 


Mr. Attorney Sheldon, for the prosecution. 
Messrs. Skinner, Wellman, and Sargent, counsel for prisoners. 
The respondents plead severally not guilty. 


Mr. Skinner moved the court in behalf of prisoners, that they might be al- 
lowed separate trials. 


Motion disallowed by the court. 
EVIDENCE OW THE PART OF THE STATE. 


Mr. Skinner.—Has Known Russell Colvin, for many years, that he resided 
with his father-in-law, Barney Bosrn, and elsewhere in town, it is about seven 
or eight years since Russell Colvin has been in town to my knowledge, last spring 
I aitended court of examination, the knife and butten and some bones were 
found in the cellar-hole, and were left with Mr. Pratt, who with me, went to 
Mrs. Colvin, and showed her the button and knife, we in her presence rubbed 
the button, discovered the colour and flower in the centre, the knife was an 
old fashioned long jack-knife, and had been much used, we presented them to 
Mrs. Colvin to know if she recognized them as the property of her late husband. 


Amos Boorr.—Was present when this knife and button were taken from the 
cellar hole—the knife would open and shut as it Row does—it was about the 


first of May last—the next Sunday we examined a hellow stump, which ne 
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pulled up and found two nails and a number of bones—one ofthe fails appeared 
to be a thumb nail, the other was so much decayed that it could not be discov- 
ered to what it had belonged—have heared Jesse Boorn say that he believed 
the knife to be Russell Colvin’s and that he felt very bad—The house had 
been removed from the cellar hole 19 years—The stump was 60 rods from the 


eellar hole and near the bank of Battenkill river. 


The declaration of Nathaniel Boorn when cn his death bad, relative to what 
he knew had taken place, were now offered as evidence by Mr. Attorney, and 
ebjected to by respondents’ counsel. 


$ . . . a y 
By the court.—'The evidence is inadmissible. 


Amos Boorn.—1 was formerly acquainted with Russell Colvin—he had been 
absent along time from home and again returned. The cellar-hole was not 
large enough to receive the coffin, it was about three an half feet. When the 
knife was produced at the court of examination, Jesse Boorn asked me if it was 
not the knife of: Peperell Skinner. 


Judge Skinner, again —The evening before the hunt for the body of Colvin, 
Jesse Boorn had a suspicion that the body was buried on the mountain by Ste- 
phen, and expressed that suspicien to me—the next day we went in search for 
it, and on our return he said he had often seen old Mrs. Colvin cut tobacce 
with the jack-knife, which had been found, as I understood—the expression was 
of a sudden—I have heard no other knife talked of. 


Truman Hill.—1 saw this knife soon after it was taken up. The Saturday fol- 
lowing the court of enquiry, I went into the jail to see Jesse—he said that he 
supposed the knife to be Russell’s, and that when the knife was presented to 
him in the meeting-house, at the court of examination, and also when the hat 
was presented to him, his feelings were such as to oblige him to take hold of 
the pew to steady himself—he appeared to be much agitated, I asked him what 
was the matter—be answered there was matter enough.—I asked him to state 
—he said he feared that Stephen had killed Colvin, that he never believed so 
till the spring or winter when he went into William Boorn’s shop, where were 
William Boorn and Stephen Boorn—at which time he gained a knowledge of 


the manner of Colvin’s death, that he thought he knew within a few reds where 
Colvin was buried. 


The witness further stated that at this time he had the keys of the prison— 
that he had let in Mr. Johnson—that when Mr. Johnson came out the witness 
went in and found Jesse in agitation—that the witness asked him as before stat- 
ed, and exhoried him to state the truth and nothing but the truth, if he said 
any thing, that every falsehood he told would sink him deeper in trouble. 


Here the court suggested to Mr. Attorney the propriety of taking a different 


course in the examination of witnesses, and commence with the beginning of 
the transaction.

Thomas Johnson.—Seven years ago last spring, Russell Colvin disappeared 
from the neighbourhood. [lived on the farm adjoining Barney Boorn, the 
father-in-law of Russell Colvin, at which place Russell Colvin lived. Seven years 
ago the fore part of last May, I went early in the morning across lots to Mr. 


. Matterson’s, when I returned the same way I went. It was between nine and 


ten o’clock ; and crossing Barney Boorn’s lot, I was in plain sight of the lot 
that has been described, and getting over the fence in Pettibone’s lat, 1 saw 
the respondents, Russell Colvin, and his son Lewis Colvin. They appeared to 
be ina quarrel. 1 listened, but could not discover the cause—I went home and 
soon after came to the door and heard the quarrel still going on. I went to a 
rise of land, when I was in plain sight and within twenty-five or thirty rods. 1 
kept out of sight myself—their quarrel had somewhat abated—1 returned—the 
persons were the same as before stated and were picking up stones. I hare 
never seen. Russell Colvin since. Stephen told in my hearing on the day of ex- 
amination, that on the day Russell disappeared, he, Stephen, was ploughing on 
the north side of the ridge, and out of sight of the lot where the four men were 
picking up stones, that he might haye gone over there to see the boys, but that 
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he was not to work there, but was ploughing north of ridgé, and had been Tor 
two or three days, and that he never picked up stones with the boys on that 
lot. Iunderstosd Stephen to say that Russell Colvin disappeared at the time he 
(Russell Celvin) was picking up stones in said lot. Jesse Boorn told me while 
in prison, that on the day Colvin went off, he, Jesse, was at work at Mr. Briggs’ 
atthe north part cf the town; that his father came that day to Briggs? to pet a 
horse shod, and he, Jesse, helped set the shoes. Stephen Boorn has since his 
above statement told me that on the day Russell went off, ké was at work for 
Mr. Hicks, in the forenoon, and Mr. Hammond, in the afternoon, mending 
fence. ‘There had been some talk about the woodchuck they had for dinner 
on the day Russeil went cif. Stephen said he killed it when mending fence for 
Mr. Hammond, and that Lewis Colvin came to Mr. Hammond’s to bring home 
some meat and that he put the woodchuck into the basket and he returned with 
it. Ibought Mr. Barney Boorn’s farm four years ago last December, I think. 
1 ploughed up that fall about four acres. The next spring I planted it. That 
spring my sheep run in the lot. Gne day at night the children brought in a hat 
—I observed it was the hat of Russell Colvin-—1 knew it to be his hat—it was 
very mouldy and rotten, and was the same hat which he had on while digging 
stone about the time of his disappearance. When I was planting or hoeing, 
Mr. Vaughn assisted me—when we were passing the old celler hole, we stop- 
ped to trim some of the apple trees that grew there—about that time I observ- 
ed a thrifty apple tree about three feet high growing in the cellar hole. In the 
course of that season I observed the tree was gone. While I was planting, 
Jesse Boorn helped me, and told me that his father bad given him the use of a 
patch of land if he would clear it off. John Boorn is about the size of Jesse— 
Y might possibly have mistaken him for Jesse—but have no idea that I was mis- 
taken—Johu is rather thicker and taller than Jesse. 


Wiliam Beorn, produced to prove that at a time uncertain, Stephen Boorn 
said that he wished that Russell and Sal. were both dead, and that he would 
kick them into hellifhe burnt his legs off. Evidence objected to, and rejected. 


Lewis Colvin, (aged 17 vears._.)—I remember the last time that I saw Russell; 
he was up there in the field next to Mr. Jolinson’s, picking up stones. Stephen, 
Jesse, Russell, and 1 were there. {do not know the time of year or how long 
since—since then have lived with grandfather. They bad been picking up 
stones several days—a quarrel arose about picking up stones—they quarrelled 
most inthe forenoon. Ruuscli struck Stephen first with a small riding stick— 
Stephen then struck Russel on Lis neck with a club and knocked him down.— 
Russell rose and struck Stephen. Stephen then struck Russell again with the 
club, and he fell. Ithen was afraid and run off to the house. I saw no blood. 
The stick or club was about a foot long, and not very large. Stephen told me 
the next day, not to tell of what had taken place the day before. Ihave never 
heard Stephen say any thing about what became of Russell, nor has Jesse said 
any thing about it. Stephen said he would kill me if T said any thing about 
striking. Ipromised 1 would not tell. 1 ran to the hcuse and told grandmother, 
grandfather was gone to the street. Grandmother sent me to Mr. Sacket’s. I 
did not return till night, as I went to Matterson’s to carry meat. I next saw 
Stephen and Jesse at night down at the house—heard nothing from them about 
Russcli’s absence—-heard Stephen say that on the day of the quarrel, Russell 
ran away to the mountain, and 1 did not hear Russells name mentioned by them 
for a year. My mother had been gone over the mountain for some time. On 
the day of quarrel John was ploughing over the ridge, and when I ran home 
from the fie:d, John was at home bating team. 1 did not tell John of the quar- 
rel, do not know the reason. 


Lewis Colwin cross examined by Slcinner.—Y told this story just before the 
snow went oit, one Sundey night, to Mr. Pratt and Mr. Sheldon. Sall. never 
told me to tell this story, do not remember that Stephen killed the Woodchuck, 
the day Russell went off, nor any thing about it. Do not know where Jesse 
lived at that time. He did not live at Briggs? at that time. John was plough- 
ing on the flat this side of the lot where the boys were at work ; do not remem- 
ber where Rufus, (a younger brother} was at the time. A month after the 
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arrel, heard mentioned in the family, of Russeli's running of, Stephen and 
p bed were not present, Stephen told me he would kill me if I told of his 
striking Russell. This was at the door the day after the quarrel. Lewis then 
said it was two"days after. l l 


Sally Colvin.—Better than four years ago Mr. Hitchcock told me F could nog 
swear my child on any person if my husband was living. I went to my father’s, 
stood in the stoop—Stephen told me I could swear the child, for Russell was 
dead and he knew it, and Jesse said I could swear'it, but would not. When E 
returned from over the mountain, about five days after the disappearance of my 
husband, I asked Lewis where Russell was; he answered gone tohell. I heard 
nothing at my father’s what had become of my husband. 


Eunice Baldwin.—Three years this fall, Stephen told: my husband that Rus. 
. sell went off very strangely ; that the last that was seen of him, he went to the 
‘woods, when a number were present, and he mentioned himself and Jesse in par- 
ticular. Stephen said that he did not know but some thought that he had killed: 
Colvin. But he said that when Russell went off, Lewis was gone after some 
drink, when he came back Russell was gone. Lewis asked where Russell was ¿ 
that he and Jesse answered Lewis, one of them, that he had gone to hell, and 
the other that they had put him where potatoes would not freeze, and that it was- 
not likely that they should have said so to the boy, if they had killed Russell. 
When this talk was had, Stephen lived in Dorset. Ft was at our house at dinner 
time, and in the evening ; I spoke to my husband about it at the time, but said 
nothing to others, till last spring. Stephen said that Sall, was one of the deviPs 
unaccountables. I had never before heard of the Colvins. 


Daniel D. Baldwin.—The first Y knew any thing of the matter, Stephen was 
exclaiming against his sister. I then inquired where Colvin was gone. He said 
that he and the judge (a nic-name for Jesse) and Lewis and Colvin were to work 
picking up stones together, when Colvin went off into the woods. He said he 
did not know but some thought he had killed Colvin, and that when Colvin went 
off Lewis, the boy, was gone for some water, and when the boy returned, he 
asked where Russell was, and that one of them replied that he was gene to hell, 
and the other that they had put him where BAOn would not freeze ; which they 
should not have said if they had killed him. This taik was serious as 1 under. 
stood it, and it took place at dinner time and in the sueceeding evening. _ 


Frederick Smith called.—Mr. Attorney stated that Smith would say that at one 
time that he asked Stephen about 4 years ago where Russell Colvin was, that 
Stephen replied that he had gone to hell, or that he hoped he had gone to hell. 
Objected to by Mr. Skinner. 


Evidence rejected for irreleraney. 
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Johnson Marsh.—Last spring, in one ofthe last snows we had, Stephen Boorn 
was at my house. The girl at my house said, “ they are going to dig up Colvin 
for you, ’aint they ?” Stephen replied;**damn Wyman,” that he would thump 
him, Sc, I moderated him. He then said that Colvin often went off and re- 
turned often ; that when Colvin went off he was crazy, and went offwithout 
his hat, &c. &c.—that Colvin, it was said, was seer at Mrs. Ferguson's when he 
went off ; but that it was now denied. lasked him if he was present at the 


time Colvin went off, he replied no, he was in Sandgate. Stephen has since de- 
nied that he said so. | 


Benjamin Deming.—On the 20th of March last saw Stephen in Dorset—He 
rode with me in my sleigh—while riding he said he knew nothing about Colvin 
at the: time of his going off—that he was not present at that time, nor did he 
live at home, but lived on the Hammond place. 1 understood from Stephen 
that it was the fore part of the week on Tuesday, that Colvin went off—that Col- 
vin’s wife told him so—that the next Sunday he went to his father’s and asked 
Mrs Colvin where Colvin was—she told himthat Colvin had dined upon a Wood- 
chuck and when he left theihouse he told her it was the last dinner he should 
ever eat there, and went off: but she did not know where. 


Joseph Lincoly,—In March last, hg beard Stephen say that he never kiika 
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Colvin—that he and Colvin and Jesse were picking up stones, and that Colvin 
was crazy, and went off inte the woods, and that they had not seen nor heard 
of him since. 


William Wyman, called to prove that Stephen wanted to know if there was net 
a way by which he could prevent the intercourse between Russell and Sall.— 
that witness replied that he knew of none, that they were lawfully married, kc. 
&c.—that Stephen then said if there was no other way to put a stop to it, he 
would put a stop to it himself. Objected to, but admitted by court. 


Witness states, that about three or four weeks before Colvin went off, Ste- 
phen came to his house and asked him if his father was obliged to support Col- 
vin's young ones. Witness told him, yes. Stephen asked if it was not hard, 
and farther said if there was no one else to put a stop to it, he would, and he 
said it with an oath. Iwas at Barney Boorn’s, about the time Russell went off, 
Stephen was there. Last spring, in March, Stephen Boorn came to my house 
and talked to me about what I had said concerning his killing Russell Colvin, 
and wanted I should clear it up, and stated he. knew nothing of what was be- 
come of Russell Colvin—that he never worked with him to the amount of one 
hour—that at the time of Russell’s disappearance he lived at Hammond house 
—that he (Stephen) was ploughing in same lot. 


William Farnsworth.—In conversation with Stephen, about two months ago, 

I questioned with him about killing, cooking and eating the Woodchuck, and if 
he was at home then, and told him that his parents had denied that it was so ; 

he however said it was so, and that his parents had sworn themselves to the 
Devil, and that their condition was worse than his own—TI told Stephen that 
Johnson had stated that he, (Stephen) Jesse, Russell and the boy were together 

picking stones the day Russell went off, and that his father and mother had de- 
nied it, and stated that he and Jesse were not then at home. Stephen replied 

that ir made no odds what his father and mother had sworn to, but that what 
Tom Johnson had sworn to was true—I had advised him to confess the whole 

facts which he knew. 


Wm. Boorn—Stephen told me last March, that he believed he was to work 
for Glazier, on the Hammond farm, when Colvin went off, and Jesse told me he 
was then to work in Dorset or Rupert, and they have both said that they were 
not at home at that time, nor were they at work at home about that time, or 
near it—Jesse never told me that he was at work at Briggs’. 


David Briggs.—In May 1812, and in April, Jesse worked for me—the last 
time he worked but two or three days and left my house the 14th of May—be- 
fore he came the last time he had been absent not more than a week—I have a' 
charge for shoeing old Mr. Boorn’s horse on the 23d of April. The old man was 
present at horse shoeing. 5 


Daniel Jacobs.—1813 at Dorset, Jesse Boorn was asked by me where Russel 
Colvin was? he answered, that he was an enlisted soldier in the service.—I was 
then as hard of hearing as I now am. 


Joshua French—After Jesse was put in goal, I went in to see him—he said 
he knew that the Jackknife which was found, was Russell Colvin’s knife, for he 
had often seen Russell’s mother cut tobacco with it. l . 


Silas Merrill.—Stated (on the previous inquiry of Skinner) that when Jesse 
had been from time to time returned from examination to prison, he told me that 
they had encouraged him to confess the whole business with promise of pardon, 
and that the witness had probably told him, perbaps it was best to state the 
whole truth and he might obtain some favor—That the disclosures which were 
made took place in the night, when he and Jesse had waked from their sleep, 
and without any previous persuasion or advice on the subject. 


[The evidence objected to by Mr. Skinner, but admitted.] 


The. witness proceeded—That in June last, Jesse’s father came to the prison 
and spoke te Jesse—after the old man went away, Jesse appeared much afflict- 
ed—we went to bed and to sleep—Jess¢ waked up and shook me, and wanted 
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that I should wake up—he was frightened about something that had come ii- 
to the window, and on the bed behind him—he stated that he ede 
tell me something—we got up and he went on to tell me—he said it was. true 
that he was up in the lot together with Stephen and Russell Colvin and his son, 
picking up stones as Mr. Johnson had testified—that Stephen struck Colvin with 
a club and brought him to the ground—that Colvin’s boy run, that Colyin got up 
and Stephen gave him a second blow above his ear and broke his skull—that 
the blood gushed out— that his father came up and asked if he was dead, they 
told him no, he then went off—soon after he came again and asked if he was 
dead, they told him no, and he again went off—soon after the old man came the 
third time and asked if he was dead, they told him ne—the old man said dams 
him—Then he (Jesse) took him by the legs, Stephen by the shoulders, and the ; 
old man round the body, and carried him to the old cellar, where the old man 
cut his throat, with a small penknife of Stephen’s, that they buried him in the 
cellar between day-light and dark, that he stood out one side and kept watch—~ 
that a jack-knife was found, which he knew was Russell’s, that he had often bor- 
rowed it to cut fish-poles. Two or three days after Stephen had Colvin’s shoes 
on—that he (Jesse) spoke to Stephen and told him that Sall. would know the 
shoes—that he saw no more of them—that the old man gave Stephen one hun- 
dred dollars, and Stephen promised twenty-five of it to him—After Jesse was 
put into another roem, when we were permitteed to see each other, Jesse teld 
me that he had informed Stephen of his having told me of the whole af- 
air—Stephen then came into the room—I asked him if he did take the life 
of Colvin? he said he did not take the main life of Colvin, he said no more at 
that time. A week or ten days after, Stephen and I went up into the court room 
together——Stephen then said he had agreed with Jesse to take the whole bu- 
siness upen himself, and had made a confession which would only make man- 
slaughter of it—1 told him what Jesse had confessed and he said it was true.— 
Jesse told mc that in February, eighteen months or more after the body of Col- 
vin was buried, there came a thaw—that he and Stephen took up the body, se- 
cured the bones and remains in a basket and pulled up a plank in a place whete 
they formerly kept sheep, and put the bones under the floor—that the nexé 
spring the barn was burnt—that they took the bones and pounded them up and 
put them into a deep bole in the river—that the skull bone burnt so that it 
crumbied to pieces that his father scratched up some pieces and put them into a 
hollow birch stump near the road. 


Witness cross examined by Mr. Skinner. 


Jesse, when he confessed thé affair, did not say the body was removed ary 
where till they carried it off as stated—“aat Jesse said Esq. Pratt was gone to 
talk with his wife, but she knew nothing about it.—Jesse wished mé not to tell 
any thing of what he said to me—I first told Mr. Pratt of Jesse’s statement, if | 
1 recollect right-—nobody was present in the court room when Stephen told me 
as before mentioned—that Jesse one Sunday, when we were on the bed together 
told me he wished me to keep council, and that he understood that his wife had 
said something about his keeping watch. I understood from Jesse that Russell 
struck Stephen first, that they had been jawing all the time the fore part of 


the day. 


Mr. Attorney offers a written confession signed by Stephen Boorn, dated 
August 27, 1819, and stated that Stephen sent for Mr. Pratt, Mr. Yruman Hill, 
and Mr Attorney, to come to the jail, that they all went there, when Stephen 
called for papér, ink, &c. and retired and wrote the confession and left % on the 
table—Mr. Burton saw him write it—that it was taken from the table and it hag 
ever since been in Esq. Pratt’s possession, 


Mr. Josiah Burton —Says that this is the same paper which Stephen wrote 
and which was witnessed by Truman Hill, and Esq. Pratt, who signed on the 
back at the time—Stephen wished me to call Pratt, Hill, and Shetdon—I did so 
they came and let Stephen out— Pratt and Boorn went up stairs, and afterwards 
Hill went—soon Pratt came down, and 1 went up and found Stephen at a table 
writing this paper—I sat down and Hill left the room—TI said nothing till Ste- 
phen rose from the table and said he had done, and left the room—2 went. with 
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him, he7went into prison, and we went up stairs and found this paper which was 
signed by Stephen, and which I observed, before Stephen ivft the room. 


Questioned by Skinner.—Do you not know that Stephen had been persuaded 
either at this time, or at any time previous, to gwe this confession, by holding 
up to his view the hupes of pardon, or some other favor, by some officer, states 
attorney, magistrate, grand juror, Juilor, or deputy jailor ? ` 


HE 


Answer.—1 do not. 


Questioned by Skinner.—Have you not heard some of the officcrs tell Stephen 
that his case was desperate, that he was gone if he did not confess ? 


Answer.—No. 

Joel Pratt, Esquire, had the same questions put to him by Mr. Skinner. 
Asswer by witness.—No, to first question. 

Answer by witness.—No, to second question. 


Questioned by Skinner.—Do you know of any persuasion, and if any, what, 
tending to induce Stephen to make that confession. 


Answer =No. 


Mr. Pratt to the court.—27th of August last, I was called to see Stephen, Y 
asked him how he did—Sheldon, Burton and Hill, were present. Stephen re- 
quested me to go up stairs alone with him, I did so, alone, as E believe —Ste- 


phen talked about some small points, called for pen, ink and paper, and I left 
the room. 


Here Mr. Skinner stated he did not want any more from the witness as to that 


time, but wished him to state as to some previous time—but desisted from fur- 
ther inquiry of Mr. Pratt. 


Truman Mil.—Answered first question—More than once before the confes- 
sion, 1 have exhorted him to tell nothing but the truth, as the only way to par- 
don or favor, that falsehood would only sink him deeper in trouble. 


Samuel C. Raymond.—Before the 27th of August, I had often told the prison- 
er to confess if guilty, but not without—Stephen said he was not guilty, I told 
him then not to confess. I have heard Mr. Pratt and Mr. Sheldon tell Jesse 
Boorn, that if he would confess, in case he was guilty, they would petition the 
legislature for him—TI have made the same proposition to Stephen myself, and 
always told him Ikad no doubt of his guilt, and that the public mind was 
against him. 

The court rejected the written confession offered, 


Joel Pratt, Esquire.—Says that the examination commenced on Tuesday, 27th. 
April, continued till Saturday, Sunday they went on to the mountain, Wednes- 
day, the second day of examination, was the digging at cellar hole—the two 
- Enives and button were found and handed me from Abel Pettibone—some few 

bones were also found, but they were not human bones, and pieces of crockery, 
after Jesse had seen the knives, he said the jack-kuife was Russeli’s, he knew it, 
afterwards he said it looked like it—Saturday week or fortnight, I heard of the 
bones under the stump--Sunday morning we went over and found the bones 
present,— Josiah Burton took out the whole nail, and there were also found the: 
part of a nail and the round Jumps now here—the stump was a birch stump and 
the remains appear to be put in the hollow—The stump stood near an old road. 
on Barney Boorn’s land, fifty rods or so from the house. 


Josiah Burton—Was with Mr. Pratt at the stump, and took up the remains. ' 


Amor Lawrence —Heard Stephen tell Sally before Pratt, that Sall. might swear 
her child, for he knew Colvin was dead—Jesse said they need not look for Col-- 
vin’s bones, for he went off and nobody knew where he had gone to. 


Wiliam Farnsworth—Was produced to prove what Stephen said: to him. 
when he and Stephen were alone, about his being present when Russell was 
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killed—He wes objected by respondents’ counsel, because it was subsequent to 
the proposition made by Esq. Raymond, and Skinner offered to prove other pro- 
posals and promises made to the prisoners, at other times, before the conversa- 
tion now offered to be proved. 

The court decided that the witness, Farnsworth, should be examined, and . 
on preliminary examination, the witness stated, that neither he, nor any body 
else, to his knowledge had done any thing directly or indirectly to influence 
the said Stephen to the ta/k he was now about to communicate. i 

The witness states—That about two weeks after the written confession, Ste- 
phen told me he killed Russell Colvin, that there was a quarrel and that Russell 
struck at him, that he struck Russell and killed him, that he put him into the 
bushes, that he buried him and dug him up, put the remains under the barn 
which was burnt, the bones were taken up and put into the river, just above 
the deep hole, that tie scraped up the remains and put them into a stump; that 
he knew the nails which were found were Colvin’s, that no person was present, | 
that he perpetrated the whole business himself. Tasked him about the jack 
knife, he said it was Russell’s, he knew it as secon as he saw it. Itold him the 
case looked dark, he replied, that if Jesse had kept his guts in they should 
have done well enough, that he put the pieces of bones under the stump through 
a hole between the 100ts and stamped the dirt down.—Ve said he wished he 
had back that paper, I asked him what paper? he said, hav’nt you seen a pa- 
per that I wrote ? 

Here Mr. Skinner stated, that as Mr. Farnsworth had contrary to his expee- 
tations been allowed thus ‘to testify, he now in behalf of the prisoners, called 
for the written confession, which was read as follows, viz : 


“May the tenth, 1812, I, about nine or ten o’clock, went down to David 
Glazier’s bridge, and fished down below uncle Nathaniel Boorn’s and then 
went up across their farms, where Russell and Lewis was, being the nighest 
way, and sat down and began to talk, and Russell told me how many dollars 
benefit he had been to father, and I told him he was a damned fool, and he 
was mad and jumped up, and we sat close together, and I told him to set 
down, you little tory, and there was a piece of a beech limb about two feet 
long, and he catched it up and struck at my head as 1 sat down, and Ijumpt 
up and it struck me on one shoulder, and I catched it out of his hand and 
struck him a back handed blow, I being on the north side of him, and there 
was a knot on it about one inch long. As I struck him I did think I hit 
him on his back, and he stooped down and that knot was broken off sharp, 
and it hit him on the back of the neck, close in his hair, and it went in a- 
bout a half of an inch on that great cord, and he fell down, and then, I told . 
the boy to go down and come up with his uncle John, and he asked me if I 
had killed Russell, and I told him no, but he must not tell that we struck 
one another. And I told him, when he got away down, Russell was gone 
away, and I went back and he was dead, and then I went and took him and 
put him in the corner of the fence by the cellar hole, and put briars over 
him and went home and went down to the barn and got some boards, and 
when it was dark I went down and took a hoe and boards, and dug a grave 
as well as I could, and took out of his pocket a little barlow knife, with a- 
bout a half of a blade, and cut some bushes and put on his face and the 
boards, and put in the grave, and put him in four boards, on the bottam, 
and on the top, and Pother two on the sides, and then covered him up, and 
went home crying along, but I want afraid as I know on. And when I lived 
to William Boorn’s I planted some potatoes, and when I dug them I went 
there and something I thought had been there, I took up his bones and put 
them in a basket, and took the boards and put on my potatoe hole, and then 
it was night, took the basket and my hoe and went down and pulled a plank 
in the stable oor, and then dug a hole, and then covered him up, and went 
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in the house and told them 1 had done with the basket and took back. the . 
"shovel, and covered up my potatoes that evening, and then when I lived un- 
der the west mountain, Lewis came and told me that father’s barn was burnt 
up, the next day or the next day but one, I came dewn and went to the barn 
and there was a few bones, and when they was to dinner I told.them I did 
not want my dinner, and went and took them, and there want only a few of 
the higgest of the bones, and throwed them in the river above Wyman’s, 
and then went back, and it was done quick too, and then was hungry by that 
time, and then went home, and the next Sunday I came down after money to 
pay the boot that I gave to boot between oxens, and went out there and scrap- 
ed up them little things that wes under the stump there, and told them I 
was going to fishing, and went, and there was a hole, and I dropped them 
in and kicked over the stuff, and that is the first any body knew it, either 
friends or foes, even my wife. All these I acknowledge before the world.

EVIDENCE FOR PRISONERS. 


Mrs. Ferguson.—Russell Colvin was at our house about a week or more be- 


fore he was finally missing —staid there two hours in the forenoon, and went a-. 


way home: it was about the 9th or 10th of May. Russell did not use to go a- 
bout the country without a hat, but was careful of his hat, and did not use to go 


away without notice and preparation. ‘The time mentioned, was the last time I 
ever saw Russell : Tam Russell’s‘sister. 


Sally Colvin.—He used to get up, take the boy on his back, and go off and 
stay a day or two, without saying any thing about it. Once I understood he 


went off and staid eight or nine months—I was not then at home, and expect he 
was not in his right mind. 5 


William Wyman.—Pussell used to go from bome—once he carried the boy and 
staid eight or nine months—we then often heard fiom him with his boy : have 
heard that his father lived in Rhode-Island. 


Esq. Pratt.—Russell was once absent to find his father to get a deed, some 
eight or nine months, and after that a shorter time—was often heard from—was 
running round town often—was a weak man in mind—was small but smart for 
business—was once confined for a night or two, for threatening to burn a house. 


Mr. Johnson.—The barn was burned in March, the fore part. 


Wm. Boorn.—Lewis Colvin testified before the magistrate, but cannot tell 
what he did state. 


Truman Hill.—Lewis testified that he and his father were alone in picking up 
stones—that his father went throwing rails about—acted strangely—that nobody 
else was present—that he ran to the house and told of it. 


Mr. Wellman —Afier Jesse had confessed to Merrill, I heard of it—enquired 
of Merrill if Jesse had confessed to him—he said he had not made a confession, 


Mr. Skinner proposed to show that Merrill, previous to his disclosure be» 


fore the grand jury, was confined in chains, end afterwards was freed from 


them, and has been permitted to be about the streets. CObjected to by Mr. At- 
torney, but admitted by the court. 


Cyrus Munson.—Merrill was in chains in gaol, till the session of the grand 
jury—the chains were taken off by the officer sent for him by the grand. jury, 
and when Merrill was returned from grand jury, the chains were put on, if I 
recollect—and the chains since the court have not been on, and he has been 
laboring with me in the ficld—had always been in my view, except when en- 
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trusted with a brother of.wine. Iam the gaoler, and before the disclosure E 
took him out of the gaol, but did not take his chains off. Before the session, 
of the grand jury, there were a large number of prisoners 1n gaol, and since 
then, those who remain have been treated with more lenity.- Ido not remem- 
ber of seeing Farnsworth alone with the prisoner, though he was often at the 


gaol. Stephen was once offended. with Farnsworth for inspecting ‘too closely 
his chains. i 


Mr. Attorney now offered to prove that the prisoner’s wife told Lewis that be 
must testify as he had been before directed, or her husband would kill bim. 


Evidence rejected by the court. 


Thomas Johnson.-—Says that he thinks, but is not positive, that the thrifty ape 
ple tree, which was not more than two years, was growing, after the bara was 
burned.—The cellar hole was about four feet square. 


Mrs. Ferguson. —The barn was burned four years ago last March. 


Mr. Johns on, again.—1 bargained for the farm, in the summer of 1814. In 
December 1814, I took the deed ; in the fall before I took the deed F ploughed 
some on the place and might have discovered the tree in the fall, but my strong- 
est impression is that it was in the spring of 1815 that I saw the tree. 


Michael Johnson, 2d.—1 think I saw the apple tree in the spring when we 
Were trimming apple trees.—Mr. Vaughn was present. 


Mr. Pettibone.—Jesse's examination begun on Tuesday and ended on Fri- 
day. Mr. Pratt, Josiah Burton, and myself, advised Jesse to confess the facts, 
that it was best for him—the night Stéphen returned from the west, all who 
were present advised Jesse to confess de truth and nothing else—stated that 
they had got Stephen, and that he might be made a witness if he appeared in- 
nocent, but all urged him to state nothing but what was true, that if he was 
innocent and did not confess he might suffer with Stephen on his former con- 


fession and denial.—Burton once said to Stephen, you area gone goose and had 
better state the facts than not. 


Samuel C. Raymond.—States as before, also that he and Mr. T. Hill went to 
the westward and brought Stephen to this state—that they tried to get facts 
from him by persuasions, to confess frankly and honestly the whole truth-—we 
told Stephen that the evidence was enough to convict him, but whenever we 
stated the evidence to him we stated it correctly. 


Truman Purdy.—Says, Mr. Pratt, Sheldon and others, told Jesse, after Ste- 
phen’s arrival, that it was probably the last chance he would have to confess 
the fact.—Jesse said, if it is not true shall I confess? They answered him, cer- 
tainly not.—Jesse did not then confess any thing—much the same propositions 
were made to Stephen the same day—he was told it was the only course he 
could take—that Jesse had refused te confess, that it might save him (Ste- 


phen)—Stephen said that he had a good bottom to stand upon and would not 
‘confess any thing. 


Esq. Hicock.—I have often talked with the prisoners and heard others—I do 
not remember any encouragement offered them—Jesse was asked would it not 
be better to own the truth, he made light of it. Stephen was told what Jesse 
had stated, and was asked if he did not think it better to own the whole truth, 


that if he refused there would be no chance for them—Stephen also made light 
of it. 


Sally Colvin.—Called by Mr. Attorney—She recognizes the button found at 


the cellar hole, to be a button worn by Russell the last time she saw him, and 
which he had worn for many years on his clothes. 


‘Thomas Johnson.—The apple tree had no leaves on it at any time, that } saw 
it, as I now remember, I think T have seen it more than once. When I dis. 
covered it to be gone, the ground about the cellar hole appeared to have been, 
moved, logs were taken from the fence and thrown in in yarious directions, had 
BO suspicion at the time, nor till the winter of 1818, 
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Michae 1 Johnson, 2d.—I do not remember that any leaves were on the apple- 
sree, think there were not. 

Here the evidence closed. 

The court charged the jury, and they retired. 

In about an hour they returned into court agreed. 

Mr. Skinner in behalf of the prisoners, requested that the jury, in pronouncing 
their verdict, should be poled, which was aceordingly done as to both the pris- 
oners. The clerk then announced to the court the result, and that the jnrors 
had each ofthem pronounced Stephen Boorn GUILTY, and also that each of 
the jurors had pronounced Jesse Boorn GUILTY. 


In about one hour the prisoners were again brought before the court snd re. 
ceived sentence of death to be executed 28th of January, 1820. 


The governor and council sent down the resolutions for the appointment of 
county officers, and for electing a person to preach the next election sermon, 
concurred in, and they are become laws, viz. 


An act, making the necessary appropriations for the support of government 
for the present year, and for other purposes; 


An act, for the relief of Levi Fullum and Joel Tinker; 

An act, directing the treasurer to pay the sum therein mentioned. 

An act, appointing an agent to defend a law suit therein mentioned; and 
An act for the relief of certain of the militia cf this state. 


The governor and council then met the house in joint committee, pursuant to 
sundry previous appointments, and transacted the following business, viz.

Pursuant to a concurrent resolution, his excellency the governor, the council 
and house of representatives met in the representatives’ room, for the purpose 
of electing a person to preach the next election sermon, in the room of the Rev. 
John E. Palmer who has declined that appointment.

The ballots being taken, sorted and counted, it appeared that the 
Rev. GEORGE LEONARD, was duly elected. 
Rev. ROBINSON SMILIE, was appointed a substitute. 


The committee then proceeded under a concurrent resolution of the 11th in- 
stant, and on motion, adjourned until Monday next, at the opening of the house 
in the afternoon.

when the committee rose, reported progress, and asked leave to sit again, 
RL was granted, and the sitting appointed at the opening of the house in the 
aifernoon.
